Washington, D. C., Dec. 30.—[Spe- 
cial.]—High officials of the government 
said tonight that if Emperor William 
has conferred upon Chancellor von 
Hertling authority to negotiate peace 
with any or all of Germany’s enemies, 
as reported in a press dispatch from 
Amsterdam, that action would got 
change the international political sit- 
uation nor brighten the prospect for an 
early peace. 

“If the Amsterdam report is true, it 
undoubtedly is merely one more polit- 
ical play by the kaiser,” a high official 
‘shid. “As a matter of fact, even the 
kaiser has no authority to delegate to 
the German chancellor power to nego- 
tiate a peace agreement with the en- 
emy or any one of the allied powers. 


Cannot Change Situation. 


“If we assume, therefore, that he 
has gone through:the motions of con- 
ferring this power upon Von Hertling, 
the act means nothing and cannot 
change the situation. There are some 
limitations even on the authority of 
the autocratic ruler of the German em- 
pire. 

“It would be a great mistake for 
loyal American citizens to allow them- 
selves to be misled by the peace talk 
that is now emanating from Berlin, 
Petrograd, and elsewhere. The war is 
going right on until the cause of the 
allies and the United States has been 
won and democracy made safe through- 
out the world.” 


No Confidence in Him. 


Few officlals could be found who are 
willing to concede that the kaiser 
would come forward with a bona fide 
proposal to eliminate himself and the 
Hohenzollern house from any part 
in the peace negotiations. Frankly, 
| officials have no confidence in the 
kaiser. Consequently all of his acts 
must be searched for hidden motives 
and with a view to ascertaining what 
is the real purpose sought. 

Less than a month ago Preside=t 
Wilson pointed out clearly why it is 
| impossible for the allies to make peace 
‘with the present German government. 

There has been just one change 
since the president made his last 
‘déclaration, urging congress to num 
ber Austria-Hungary among the ene- 
mies of America. That change has 
occurred on the eastern front, where 
Germiany appears to have succeeded 
in putting Russia entirely out of the 
war. This has greatly strengthened 
Germany iii a military sense and added

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Reports _ Show Tobacco Con- 


creased 50 Per Cent. 


ASHINGTON,. D. C., Dec. 
30.—{Special.]—-War has 
increased the consumption 
of tobacco in France 50 
per cent, and France is now on to- 
bacco: rations, according. to Amer- 
ican consular reports, throwing 
‘light on the difficulty ‘the Amer- 
iean troops are experiencing in 
getting their smokes. 

“The consumption of smoking 


‘. «tobacco, which in 1913 amounted 


to 31,500, kilos, rose in 1916 to 
47,100,009 kilos—an~ increase of 
about 50 per cent,” says one re- 
port. “The consumption of cig-— 
arets rose from 3,707,000,000 to 
4,637,000,000—an increase of nearly 
30 per cent. The increase has con- 
tinued tn 1917. 
“During the last few months the 
' government has reserved for the 
troops at the front, in addition to 
~ the tobacéo that is distributed gra- 
tuitously among the soidiers, con- 
siderable quantities of ordinary 
“smoking tobacco and of: cigarets, 
which are sent to the codperative 
societies and subsequently sold to 
the soldiers. These quantities 
amount to about one-fourth of the 
total available supply of cigarets 
and about one-sixth of the total 
production of ordinary smoking to- 
bacco. Consequently, the quanti- 
ties available for sale to the civil 
population have necessarily been 
diminished. 

“In order to avoid treating cer- 
tain sections of France more fa- 
vorably than others, a certain 
fixed allotment: has been made to 
each city, based upon the sale dur- 
ing 1916—an allotment equivalent 
to about two-thirds of the previous 
consumption. The government 
states, however, that unless un- 
usual! circumstances arise the pres- 
ent shortage will be only tempo- 
rary.”

RESERVE SYSTEM 
FOUNDATION FOR 
WAR EXPANSION

The declaration on April 6 of the 
existence of a state of war between 
this country and Germany was by far 
the most important factor affecting the 
trend of firflancial and business condi- 
tions during 1917. | 

Incidental to the war the large issues 
ofLiberty loan bonds by the govern- 
ment to pay its expenses and to assist 
in the financing of our allies; the heavy 
burden in the form of increased income 
and excess profit taxes, along with the 
many voluntary contributions for the 
Same purpose, which business has had 
to provide for, and governmental regu- 
lations, have combined to upset al! 
previous calculations and to create the 
abnormal conditions under which busi- ’ 
ness must now be conducted. 


Many Lines Stimulated. 


Many lines of business have been 
stimulated by the abnormal expendi- 
tures in this country of our own gov- 
ernment and of our aliies for war 
purposes. During the year our mer- 
chandise export busineses has been 
heavily increased and while our import 
business has also been materially in- 
ereased a visible trade balance of over 
$8,000,006,000 in our favor has resulted. 
This balance has, however, been largo- 
ly Uquidated from the pro#eeds of our 
loans to foreign governments. 

The granting of these credits to for- 
“ign countries has therefore had the 
‘iouble effect of stopping the gold im- 
portations, which prior to our entering 
the war flowed in to us in a steady 
stream, and of entailing upon our

would have been impossible of accom- 
plishment under our old system of 
banking. . 

There is now in the twelve federal 
reserve banks over 31,600,000,000 in 
gold held as reserve for the reserve 
. balances of their member banks and 
for the federal reserve notes which 
they issue against commercial paper 
rediscounted for their member banks. 
This amount eauals the gold held br 
the Bank of France and the Imperial 
Bank of Germany combined and is six} 
times the amount carried by the Bank 
of Engtand.

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wheat had averaged substantially be- 
low this figure in recent years. Dur- 
’ {ng the first month of control by the 
food administration the movement of 
wheat from the country was alarming- 
ly smail and the daily arrivals in this 
market were exceeded ten to one by 

the number of requests from the mill- 
Growers in some localities were dis- 
posed to hold off in the hope that the 
price would be raised, but the main 
cause for the restricted movement was 
the fact that farmers were busy with 
other crops, and knowing that they | 
could get as much for their wheat 
later as well as then, were in no hurry 
- to get it to market. . 

Exports of wheat and flour for the 
past year do not compare favorably 
with those of the three previous years. 
Short crops and scarcity of vessel room 
were responsible for this. However, 
there has .been more wheat exported 
in the shape of flour during the past 
few months than has been the case 
for a similar period in recent years, 
as in this manner the utmost could be 
made of thé limited amount of vessel 
room. , : 

Production Disappointing. , 
The wheat production of 1917 was a 
disappointment. The spring wheat 
yield at 232,758,000 bu was fairly satis- 
factory, but winter wheat was badly 
damaged. Seeded on an area of ap- 
proximately 40,000,000 acres, the sec- 
ond largest on record, it gave promise 
of yielding a bumper crop, but suffered 
severe damage from winter killing, and 
only 27,430,000. acres were harvested, 
producing a crop of 418,070,000 bu, the 
smallest since 1912, and about 265,000,- 
000 bu under the bumper crop of 1914. 
The severity of last winter, striking 
the wheat territory at a time when it 
was not properly protected by snow, 
caused the heaviest acreage abandon- 
ment on record. 

Another large acreage has been seed- 

ed to winter wheat this season, al- 


though the area is not as great as; 


hoped for on account of a shortage of 
labor on the farms and unfavorable 
soil conditions. 


Corn Claims Much Attention. 

Corn has occupied a most conspicu- 
ous position in the grain world the last 
year. Because of the general short- 
age of wheat, the use of corn as hu- 
man food has become more widespread, 
and in view of the small crop of 1916 
a scarcity has existed most of the year. 
This shortage has been pronounced 
during the laat six months of the pe- 
riod and prices soared to prohibitive 
levels, for a time exceeding the fixed 
price of wheat, something never before 
heard of. Last January cash corn 
sold at 93%c, but by August it had 
climbed to $2.43, and for several 
months thereafter -the good grades 
ruled above the $2 mark. 

Speculation in corn was heavy dur- 
ing the first half of the year, but se 
“many restrictions were imposed on 
trading later that the business in the 
pit dropped off sharply. Because of 
the improbability of shorts being able 
to fill their contracts on account of the 
scarcity of corn, trading in the old crop 
months was stopped before the exptra- 
tion of their time, while buying enthu- 
siasm in the new crop.deliveries was 
curbed by the placing of maximum 
prices of $1.28 on all futures. But for 
these restrictions the price would have 
soared much above the maximum, as 
cash corn was selling at a tremendous 
premium over the futures. 


Corn Crop Large but Poor. 

The crop of 1917 is at once the larg- 
est and poorest on record. The yield 
was finally placed at 3,159,494,000 bu, 
compared with 2,566,927,000 “bu last 
year and the previous bumper crop of 
3,124,746,000 bu in 1912. In point of 
value this crop far exceeds any ever 
raised, its worth being estimated ‘ht 
$4,053,672,000, as compared with the 
1911-1915 average of %1,644,511,000. 
The acreage seeded was the largest on 
record, but the crop got a late start 
because of the cold spring and it was 
backward through the summer. Much 
‘of it was still unripe when frost vis- 


ited the belt and the’ result was that/. 


there was an enormous quantity of soft 
and damaged corn. 


Few Restrictions on Oats. 

Oats suffered.least of the grain fu- 
tures in the matter of price or trading | 
regulations; in fact, outside of the pro- 
, hibiting of further trading in the May 
‘ delivery at the time wheat and corn 

were similarly treated, this grain was 
subject to no restrictive rulings. There 
was always the fear, however, that 


oats would fare the same as wheat and 


corn in the event that prices made any 
remarkable advances, and this tended 
to hold down speculative enthusiasm.

Speculators Hard Hit. 


The speculators were’hard hit (few 
will shed a tear over that). Nécessities 
of a country at war suggested a num- 
ber of changes from the usual routine 
of.doing business and some of thesé 
changes were not only suggested but 
were enforced. 

It is to the credit of Chicago’s pro- 
duce merchants that they, or at least 
the great majority of them, anticipated 
the country’s needs and, so adjusted 
their operations that the government 
had nothing but commendation for 
them. 

Early in March, the Chicago butter 


_|and egg board passed a resolution pro- 


hibiting trading in futures. Later ‘in 
the year, due. to influence exerted by 
Chicago members, the Elgin butter 
board voluntarily went out of existence 
for the duration of the war. 


Helps Food Administration. 

The Chicago poultry board worked 
with the United States food administra- 
tion in endorsing and making. success- 
ful the Tuesday “ meatless day ” move- 
ment. 

The “ Have your own garden” prop- 
aganda was a big factor in the year’s 
trade, and the poor “ ultimate consum- 
er” who wielded the hoe and the rake, 
cut a more important figure in Chi- 
cago's business this year than ever be- 
fore.

garden truck marketed during the 
‘year: Prices showed an even ‘srecees 
per cent of decline. — 

Potato ‘Prices Drop. — 

Potato prices, due to the increased 
production resulting in part from the 
small ‘ garden’ owner’s activities, 
dropped from $3.10 a bushel in June 
to $1.00@1.15 a bushel in October, No- 
vember and December. Besides this 
reduction in cost, there was a big in- 
crease in receipts, and potatoes no 
longer classified with radium. 

~Cabbage, carrots, turnips, radishes, 
in fact all root’ vegetables underwent 
the same changes. The potato crop 
for the year was estimated at 442,336,- 
000 bushels, compared with 286,953,000 
‘bushels last year. 

Unfavorable weather conditions 
forced fruits into another category. 
Excesgive heat in California damaged

the: naval orange crop 50 per cent and 
receipts here: were that much smaller. 
Florida had freezing temperature at an 
unpropitious time and the grape fruit 
and orange crop there was reduced 
to little more than 60 per cent of nor- 
mal. 

Peaches, pears, apples, and berries 
suffered from drought when rains were 
needed, or from frost, and were disap- 
pointing crops. As a.result all fruits 
sold higher than last year. — 

Egg receipts were slightly smaller 


‘for the year, high poultry prices en- 


couraged the marketing of laying hens, 
while an.increased proportion of the 
yield was shipped direct to the east 
and the seaboard. There was a more 
than proportionate advance in prices, 
however, and the year’s business was 
the most valuable ever known. 

Prices ranged from 28%c a dozen in 
June to 63c a dozen in December. 
Most of the time they hovered around 
the 40c mark. The 1916 low was 18%c 
and the high 4ic, a comparatively 
small portion of the sales being made 
at higher than 26c. ' 

Butter receipts were practically the 
same as in 1916, showing a little in- 
crease towards the end of the year, 
while prices sold close to 25 per cent 
higher on the average. 


OLEOMARGARINE 
INDUSTRY GAINS 


War conditions have brought a de- 
mand for the conservation of animal 
fats, with the result that the oleo- 
margarine industry has been greatly 
atimulated during the last year. Sales 
of oleomargarine for the year ended 
June 30, 1917, totaled 234,000,000 
pounds, an increase of 53 per cent. 

The making of oleomargarine is one 
of Chicago's large industries. Armour 
& Co. has just finished a new $1,000,000 
plant which is capable of producing 
250,000 pounds of oleomargarine daily. 
The Armours have been making oleo- 
margarine for nearly forty years and 
have increased theif plants for its 
manufacture as the business grew. 
With the outbreak of the war the firm 
began work on the big plant which is 
just being finished. The new plant 
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has every device of a mechanical or 
sanitary nature that has proved an 
ald to efficient work. The product fs 
not touched by human hands at any 
point. : 

The commissioner of internal reve- 
nue has asked for a change in the laws 
to bring oleomargarine within reach of 
all. The secret of the manufacture of 


this product was discovered by a 


French chemist in 1871 under pres- 
sure of war needs. Since then the use 
of oleomargarine has increased to such 
an extent that last year the people of 
Norway consumed 33.5 pounds per 
capita. 

Prior to the war the ccnsumption 
for each individual in the United 
States was only J.5 pounds, but after 
war started this was raised immediate 
ly to more than two. pounds. It is 
said that this percentage is increasing 
steadily. This product is also known 
in the trade as butterine and mar. 
garine.

000 from Last Year‘ in 
Permit Issues. 


In only one month of the last 
year, April, did the estimated cost 
of the permits issued by the city 


building department exceed those for 
a corresponding month in. 1916, and 


' then by only $42,550, while the figures 


for the entire year show a falling off 
of about $49,000,000, estimating the 


last week of December, or about 42 per : 


cent. 
As large as these figures are they:do 
not begin to measure the actual falling 
off, for the reason that all kinds of 
building materials were greatly ad- 
vanced in price, good judges placing it 
at an average of about 30 per cent. 
To this advance in building cost is to 
be attributed much of the restricted 
operations of the year, the belief quite 
generally being that with the coming 
of peace there will be a sharp decline 
in the cost of materials, which serious- 
ly will handicap buildings erected with 
the present high priced materials. 


An Overbuilt Condition. 
There were other causes also which 


contributed to make the year’s show- 
ing the poorest in over a decade, one 


“of which was a natural reaction from 


the building boom which prevailed for 
the two or three preceding years and 
which left the city in a much over- 
built condition in practically all classes 
of structures, except, possibly, factory 
buildings. 

This was particularly true with ref- 
erence to apartment buildings, and the 
“over loaning” scandal, which arose 
in connection with the operations of 


_ speculative builders in this field, served 


to call attention to this overbuilding, 
and undoubtedly helped to check oper- 
ations... 

Disturbance in Business. 

Again, the generally disturbed busi- 
ness conditions growing out of the war 
undoubtedly operated as a restraining 
factor. So much of uncertainty was 
injected into the situation because of 
doubt as to the government’s taxation 
policy, and especially the excess profit 
tax, uncertainty as to the duration of 
the war and the effect of peace on the 
business interests of the country that 
prudent business men were disposed 
to go slow in any new undertakings 
they had in contemplation. 

Any building extensions for commer- 
cial or manufacturing purposes, except 
where imperatively needed, were put 
off, and this undoubtedly had a marked 
effect in curtailing the building oper- 
ations of the year. For reasons given 
elsewhere, there is little doubt, how- 
ever, that this building let up will have

The largest permit of the year was 
$1,850,000 for a warehouse for Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co. at the Chicago ave- 
nue bridge. A permit for another 
building to be occupied by the firm at 
936 Kingsbury street, to cost $750,000, 
was taken out.

$1,800,000, for a building for the Chi- 
cago Telephone company at 311-327 
West Washington street, an annex to 
the Blackstone hotel to cost $1,600,000, 
and one for a theater and office build- 
ing at State and Lake streets to cost 
$1,000,000. 
Hard to Get Steel. 

Factory construction probably was 
the most conspicuous feature of the 
year’s operations, although many proj- 
ects were temporarily postponed be- 
cause of the difficulty in securing 
structural steel, especially in the latter 
part of the year. 

Another prominent feature was the 
large number of high fireproof apart- 
ment hotels and apartment buildiggs 
of six, seven, and eight stories, and 
even higher, particularly in the Sher- 
idan road district, and the group of 
lofty apartment hotels along the lgke 
just north of Jackson park. 

Increase in Big Apartments. 


While there was a big falling off in 
the building of the conventional three 
story apartments, there was, on the 
other hand, a marked increase in the 
number of high fireproof apartments, 
the tendency becoming more pro- 
nounced throughout the year. 

The desire of owners to secure as 
large a return as possible from a given 
land area to offset the high cost of 
building materials, together witb the 
undoubted favor with which these com-

2 Income Grows, 
* but Losses More than 


yan Pace. 


BY C. W. CARTWRIGHT. 

The year 1917, so far as all branches 
ef insurance are concerned, centered 
about the war activities and their re- 
sults. The war has been a big factor 
jn insurance operations. There {es not 
@ line of indemnity that has not been 
pifected. The year will go down in 
insurance history as one having the 
largest premium income ever regis- 
tered. All companie that have been 
the least aggressive have been able to 
increase their business materially. This 
js particularly true of the various 
pranches of fire and casualty insur- 


» While the gross premium income has 
been greatly augmented, losses have 
gore than kept pace. So far as net 
returns are concerned, 1917 cannot be 
said to have been a prosperous one for 
insurance companies. 

Referring to fire insurance, the va- 
rious activities engaged in government 
work are carrying insurance to the 
full. These industries are making large 
profits and they desire their properties 
well protected. They have not only 
purchased fire-insurance but tornado 
and collision insurance. This year 
there has been a great development in 
use and occupancy insurance, which in 
common terms is known as loss of time 
insurance. Through this form of in- 
demnity the owner insures his profits 
and his fixed_ebligations, which are 
continuons whether his plant is rur 


ning or not 
Bombardment Also Covered. 

The general tendency of these mar 
ufacturing industries that have been 
greatly stimulated because of the war 
is to take out all forms of insurance. 
In the seaport cities full war coverage 
has been procured, this including bom- 
bardment insurance. -Owing to the nu- 
merous labor troubles throughout the 
country and the fear that enemy sym- 
pathizers might attempt to blow up 
plants, owners have felt the menssanty 
of being protected. 

The enormity of these government 
contracts and the demand for greater 
output have resulted in extension of 
properties, the erection of new build- 
ings and annexes, so that a greater 
output would result. Higher values of 
materials and products of all kinds 
have resulted in a demand for increased 
insurance. 

One of the important events of the 
year was the growing antagonism to 
enemy insurance corporations, which 
resulted finally in the government shut- 
ting down on their operations so far 
as new business is concerned, and or- 
dering them to liquidate. The retire- 
ment of the German companies has 


meant a gradual replacement of their 
business in other institutions. 


Fire Loss Shows Big Increase. 

While the fire insurance property 
loss for the year has not yet been as- 
certained, the total for the first eleven 
months was $241,200,340. The Halifax 
disaster came in December and the 
property loss there alone is probably * 
$3,500,000.. The eleven months’ losses 


are $40,000,000 more than the eleven 


months of 1916. 

The war has resulted in increased 
operating expenses. It is more ex- 
pensive to adjust losses because mse 
terials and labor are higher and in- 
surance companies now pay 1 per cent 
tax on the gross premiums of fire and 
casualty risks. This is a special tax 
in addition to the regular corporation 
and excess profits tax. Owing to this 
higher cost of operation, the com- 
panies decided in December to add a 
charge of 10 per cent to all premiums.

\Chicago’ s Lumber Trade 


Establishes New Records 


Chicago in 1917 has again confirmed | 
its prestige, enjoyed for many years, 

of being the greatest lumber market 
in the word. Receipts by rail and 
water in 19}7 ‘were 3,349,000,000 feet. 
The figures for 1916 made a- record 
with an aggregate of 3,017,240,000 feet, 
but ‘this figure is exceeded in 1917 by 
832,000,000 feet and is far in excess of | 
expectations. 

The shipments of lumber from Chi- 
cago in 1917 were also of record break- 
ing proportions, totaling 1,485 000,000 
feet, exceeding the previous record 
year, 1916, by 92,000,000 feet. 

Of the total amount received at Chi- 
cago in 1917 only 87,000,000 feet ar- 
rived by lake, and’ the waning magni- 
tude of the lumber industry around the 
great lakes is shown by the steady fall- 
ing off in water receipts, the year’s 
total being 96,6501;000 feet, and that 


In spite of the fact that building 
construction 4n Chicago declined enor- 
mously during the last four months of 
the year, the consumption of lumber 
in the city in 1917 was probably the 
greatest ever known in any single 
year, aggregating in round numbers 
1,600,000,000 feet, this figure being ar- 
rived at by deducting the average 
stocks carried by the Chicago yards; 
about 300,000,000 feet, from the differ. 
ence between the total receipts and 


shipments. 

The impetus given to building oper- 
ations in,Chicago until the war started 
carried with it a heavy consumption 
of lumber practically up*to Sept. 1, 
and then the trade began to feel the 
effects of the reduction in building _per- 
mits issued during‘the summer. As a 
consequence, the total of building oper- 
ations in the city for 1917 shows barely 
] 60 per cent of the total for 1916. Local 
trade, consequently, is now greatly re- 
duced, practically everything being 
counted upon a war basis, such de- 
mand as is appearing being mostly 
either directly or otherwise for some 
war use. 

Transportation Great Need. 


Shippers in the south, as well as in 
the north, report that their greatest 


trouble now is with transportation, as 


while they have sold and can still 
Sell considerable lumber for genera] 
purposes, they are not able to de 
liver it. 

Prices are generally fair and on 
some items, notably thick hardwoeds 
of all kinds, which are used in gov- 
ernment work, they are rather high 
because of a growing scarcity. South- 
ern pine has again improved in price 
since the recent break. 
Northern hemlock is also firmer. 

Northern logging operatidns are ma- 
terlally hindered by a _ scarcity of 
woodsmen, and this is likely to create 
an unprecedented shortage of logs at 
northern mills for spring sawing. 


ae 
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are no indications of a decrease in pre- 
miums. The companies have found 
that theft losses were heavier during 
1917 than ever before, and it has been 
found necessary to work out a new 
plan for insuring against theft. 1 

Farm products are of great vajue 
these days and premiums have in- 
creased wonderfully for the farm writ- 
ing companies. Insurance companies, 
in making up their financial state. 
ments as of Dec. 31, will be confronted 
with greatly decreased security values. 
Their increased premium income will 
call for’ greater reserve ‘liability. 

One of the striking features of the 
year in fire insurance is the conserva- 
tion work that has been carried on in 
connection with the National Council 
of Defense. The National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, as soon as war was 
declared, offered its services to’ the 
government, and state conservation 
societies were formed everywhere. 
Through these societies the various 
food repositories and plants essential 
to the welfare of the government have 
been inspected and dangerous _ condi- 
tions pointed out. 

Casualty insurance along with fire 
has shown a tremendous jump in pre- 
mium income, largely due to war con- 
ditions. All industries getting out war 
contracts have had to pay higher 
wages and employ a larger number of 
men. This has greatly increased the 


compensation premiums are much 
heavier. As was the case in fire in- 
surance, so the comparison may be car- 
ried along with compensation insur- 
ance. : 
Casualty Rates to Go Up. 

The various casualty companies find 
it necessary to increase their rates 
owing to the war taxes and the greatly 
increased operating cost. Companies 
writing automobile lability insurance 
will revise their rates, as the experi- 
ence has been more unfavorable than 
the public anticipated. The assembling 
of statistics of automobile writing com- 
panies has been going on for some 
months and the new rates will probably 
go into effect Feb. 1. 

Rates on burglary insurance have 
had to be revised, especially in mercan- 
tile lines, owing to the heavy loss ratio 
and the increased operating cost. New 
rates will go into effect at once. There 
is 10 per cent added to residence bur- 
glary and a readjustment and reclas- 
sification made in mercantile burglary 
risks. 

Surety bonds have been affected by 
the war owing to the curtailment of 
building operations, thus greatly re- 
ducing the demand for contractors’ 
bonds. Government work, however, 
has been a great stimulus. The pre- 


miums have greatly increased in this / 


direction. 

Accident and health insurance have 
suffered owing to so many men being 
called into military service who have 
dropped their policies. While accident 


insurance companies have not  in- 
creased their rates, it is likely that 
after a survey of the conditions by a 
committee there will be a readjustment 
of contract provisions or an increase 
in price. 


Good Year for ‘ate Risks. 


Life insurance companies in the 
main have had a fairly good year. 
When war Wie ene declared the companies 
adopted a n war clause, with vary- 
ing conditions, but all requiring an 
extra premium, either as soon as the 
holder entered: military service or left 
the United States for military service. 
The government, however, has adopted 
a life insurance plan, whereby all in 
the service can procure policies. 

Under the government plan this 
cheap, insurance can be converted into 
higher priced policies at the close of 
the war. 

One of the points that life Insurance 
companies have had to consider, espe 
cially during the closing months of the 
year, was the increased operating cost. 
The mutubl companies issuing partici- 
pating policies will be able to take 
care of this extra cost, through de- 
creased dividends. The nonparticipat- 
ing companies are confronted with 
more difficult problems, and doubtless 
if the war continues fer any length 
of time they will be obliged to increase 
their rates to meet the extra burdens. 


Illinois Companies Prosper. 


Illinois life insurance companies are 
enjoying prosperity. They have in- 
creased their agency ‘forces and are in 
splendid condition. Illinois life insur- 
ance laws are regarded as among the 
best in the country. Many of these 
companies now own their home office 
buildings and have branched out into 
other states. 

There are some new companies in 
process of organization in Chicago 
which are about ready to be licensed, 
among them being the Pioneer Fire, 
another institution whose stock was 
sold to Polish citizens, and the Superior 
Life of Chicago, whose organization 
has about been completed. 

One of the interesting loca] features 
of the year was the advertising cam- 
paign conducted through the daily 
papers and foreign language publica- 
tions of the city by the Chicago board 
of underwriters. 
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BUSINESS GOOD 
FOR DRY GOODS 
| TRADE ALL OVER 
But the Retailer Fearing 
Higher Prices Adds . 
Much to Stock. 


BY FRANK A. WOOD. 

The trend of the general dry goods 
business throughout the year 1917 has 
been largely toward such activities as 
will be of greatest service to the gov- 
ernment. 

The rising prices of merchandise, 
especially of wool or cotton construc- 
tion, has been an incentive to retailers 
to buy, and “buy” they have. They 
have bought so much that retailers 
all over the country now have more 
merchandise on their shelves than they 
should have, especially if the proper 
turnover of capital is to be made. 

Most retailers have been telling in 
recent months of the increases in sales 


they haye made over corresponding [ 


months of last year, but in practically 
every instance investigation has shown 
that stocks are so much heavier that 
even the increased sales are not in 
conformity with the size of stocks. 
Cause Overloaded Condition. 

Wholesale distributors of merchan- 
dise have sold merchandise with less 
effort during the last year than ever 
before. As a matter of fact, many of 
them are responsible for the overload- 
ed condition of retail stocks today. 
They have seen an opportunity to sell 
great quantities of merchandise at 
high prices and on a long profit basis, 
and they have taken advantage of the 
opportunities presented them. 

Collections have been good, for the 
general trend of business has been 
nearer a cash basis. However, some 
big distributors, evidently fearing that 
there is a time not far distant, perhaps, 
when they will be asked or obliged to 
extend longer time credits, are advis- 
ing that retailers go a little slower 
with their purchases and not to plunge, 
with prices at the high level to which 
they have reached. 

More Shopping Done. ~=—S— 

One noticeable feature of the retail 
trade is that more “shopping” is be 
ing done in the large stores and in the 
smaller ones. More people are paying 
cash, and they shop from one store to 
the other in an effort to find the best 
available prices. For that reason, while 
prices are high and such that allow a 
good profit, yet competition keeps 
prices pretty well aligned. 

There is a noticeable scarcity of labor 
in dry goods and department store 
fields, as in most others. While women 
have always played an important part 
in the operation of department stores, 
their services have been in greater de- 
mand than ever, and they are replacing 
men in such positions as elevator oper- 


ators and in other positions where 2 


they were seldom if ever before em- 
ployed. 

Just what the coming year will hold 
forth for the retailer remains a prob- 
lem, to some extent, but there is no 
hesitancy in the placing of liberal or- 


+ders at prevailing prices for 1918 re 


quirements. 


Simplicity of attire and the use of | 


garments with more utility and less 
style value promises to become fash- 
jonable. Thrift bids fair to take the

National Debt $15 Per Capita. 


Our present national debt is $15 per 
capita; that of Great Britain, $370; of 
France, $260; of Germany, $290. We 
could pay our debt 142 times over with- 
out béing broke. We have $18,000,000,- 
000 of liquid money in our bank de- 
posit subject to checks. Our trade bal- 
ance in 1916 was over $2,000,000,000 In 
our favor. It’s a bigger balance now. 

We may all take a lesson from Lon- 
don in this respect, where nearly all 
business has increased during the war.

’ Our assets are over $150,000,000 in

considered that the total debt of the 
city is $47,654,250.76 there is, therefore, 
no question as to our solvency. Our
